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PREFACE 


The  most  striking  feature  of  the  District  Vital  Statistics  for 
1948  is  the  marked  fall  in  the  Birth  Rate,  which  was  only  16.6  as 
compared  with  21.5  in  1947.  A  rather  smaller  fall,  17.9  as  com¬ 
pared  with  20.5,  is  shown  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales. 

There  was  a  fall  in  the  Death  Rate  from  11.8  in  1947  to  9.6 
in  1948. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  has  fallen  to  24.9  as  compared 
with  30.4  in  1947.  This  figure  of  24.9  compares  with  the  corres¬ 
ponding  figure  of  34  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales.  The 
total  number  of  infant  deaths  in  the  District  was  23,  and  about 
82%  of  these  deaths  occurred  in  the  first  three  months  of  life. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  very  light,  apart  from 
Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. 

Whereas  in  1947  Measles  was  epidemic  in  the  Borough  and 
Rural  District  of  Kernel  Hempstead,  in  1948  it  was  epidemic  in 
Berkhamsted  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  and  Tring  Urban  District. 
There  were  no  deaths. 

There  was  a  great  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Whooping 
Cough  notihed  throughout  the  District;  whereas  in  1947  only  16 
cases  were  notihed,  in  1948  the  hgure  rose  to  197.  The  most  were 
in  Berkhamsted  Urban  District  (94)  and  in  the  Borough  of  Kernel 
Hempstead  (38).  There  were  two  deaths. 

There  were  42  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  as  compared  with  59 
in  1947.  All  except  one  were  removed  to  isolation  hospital.  The 
cases  were  scattered  throughout  the  District  and  occurred  right 
through  the  year. 

There  was  only  one  case  of  Poliomyelitis  in  the  District. 
There  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria. 

The  number  of  persons  attending  the  Kernel  Hempstead  Clean¬ 
sing  Station  during  the  year  fell  to  20  as  compared  with  47  in 
1947.  Of  the  20  cases,  3  were  dealt  with  for  verminous  conditions 
other  than  Scabies. 

In  extension  of  the  addresses  on  Health.  Subjects  arranged  in 
1947,  a  number  of  further  talks  and  demonstrations  of  Health 
hlms  were  arranged  during  1948  under  the  auspices  of  various 
voluntary  organisations.

Principal  Causes  of  Death. 

Of  the  199  deaths,  66  were  attributed  to  Heart  Disease,  25 
to  Other  Circulatory  Diseases,  33  to  Cancer,  10  to  Tuberculosis 
(2  were  Non-Respiratory)  and  18  to  Other  Respiratory  Diseases. 
There  was  one  death  from  Whooping  Cough  and  one  due  to  a 
road  traffic  accident. 

Causes  of  Death  of  Infants  Under  One  Year  of  Age. 

Of  the  10  deaths,  7  were  due  to  Congenital  Disease  or  Injury, 
I  to  Prematurity  and  2  to  Accidents.  All  cases,  except  one,  were 
under  three  months  of  age.

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MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

Milk  Production  and  Distribution. 

(a)  The  bulk  of  the  milk  consumed  in  the  Borough  has  been 
pasteurised.  Of  the  27  farms  actually  in  the  Borough,  7  produce 
Tuberculin  Tested  milk  and  4  Accredited  milk.  The  other  16 
produce  non-graded  milk. 

(b)  Non-Graded  Milk.  The  production  of  non-graded  milk 
is  largely  controlled  by  inspection  of  premises  and  by  the  carrying 
out  of  the  Resazurin  Test.  During  the  year,  the  test  has  shown 
that  the  keeping  quality  of  the  milk  has  been,  on  the  whole,  well 
maintained;  nearly  80%  of  the  tests  have  been  satisfactory. 

(c)  Graded  (Designated)  Milk.  Designated  milk  was  being 
produced  at  the  end  of  the  year  as  follows: —

This  represents  an  increase  during  the  year  of  three  "  T.T.” 
farms  and  one  ''  Accredited.'' 

Twenty-six  samples  of  Pasteurised  milk  were  submitted  for 
examination  by  the  prescribed  tests,  of  which,  twenty-four  were 
satisfactory.  Of  thirteen  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk 
examined,  two  were  unsatisfactory;  these  were  reported  to  the 
County  Health  Department  where  appropriate  action  was  taken.

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(e)  Premises.  The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  states: — "  The 
standard  of  premises  used  for  milk  production  and  distribution  has 
been  further  improved  during  the  year,  work  being  carried  out  at 
ten  farms  and  two  dairies.  At  two  farms  dilapidated  old  cowsheds 
were  converted  to  provide  milking  parlours  and  dairies,  and  in  a 
third  a  store  room  was  converted  to  a  modern  dairy  and  sterilizing 
room:  two  of  these  farms  are  now  licensed  to  produce  Tuberculin 
Tested  Milk." 

Ice  Cream. 

There  has  been  a  high  standard  of  production  of  ice  cream 
by  both  of  the  two  local  manufacturers.  Both  have  installed  new 
and  up-to-date  apparatus. 

1  here  are  a  number  of  itinerant  ice  cream  vendors  in  the  town. 
Sampling  is  difficult  owing  to  their  irregular  appearance,  but 
contact  IS  made  with  the  Sanitary  Authority  in  whose  area  the 
particular  ice  cream  is  manufactured  in  order  to  determine  whether 
the  premises  are  registered  and  the  process  satisfactory. 

Food  Premises. 

Over  five  hundred  visits  were  paid  to  food  premises  (excluding 
cowsheds  and  dairies)  during  the  year,  special  attention  being 
paid  to  structural  conditions,  the  general  cleanliness  of  the  rooms 
and  appliances  and  the  cleanliness  of  and  methods  adopted  by  the 
persons  employed,  in  addition  to  the  htness  or  otherwise  of  the 
food  which  was  being  sold,  stored  or  prepared  for  human  con¬ 
sumption. 

Licensed  Premises. 

The  town  contains  over  fifty  public  houses,  many  of  them 
very  small  and  old.  Fifty-four  visits  were  made  in  1948,  and 
improvements  were  carried  out  in  a  number  of  cases. 

The  Brewery  companies  proved  very  co-operative,  and  were 
always  ready  to  discuss  proposals  and  amend  licence  applications 
to  meet  our  requirements.  Further  improvements  will  not  be  so 
easily  obtained  until  the  terms  of  the  Bill  to  nationalise  these 
premises,  at  present  before  Parliament,  are  known. 

Basement  Bakehouses. 

The  quinquennial  inspection  of  basement  bakehouses  was 
carried  out  during  the  year:  there  are  three  such  premises  in  the 
Borough.  After  consideration  of  the  reports,  it  was  decided  that, 
subject  to  agreed  works  being  carried  out  satisfactorily,  the 
certificates  of  suitability  should  be  continued.

HOUSING 

The  housing  problem  is  one  which  ought  to  be  causing  great 
concern.  At  the  beginning  of  1949  there  were  well  over  900 
applicants  for  housing  accommodation^  700  of  whom  had  not 
homes  of  their  own.  During  1947,  114  houses  were  built  in  the 
Borough  and  154  in  1948,  making  a  total  of  268  in  the  last  two 
years.  In  1948,  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Department  carried  out 
a  housing  survey  in  which  it  was  computed  that  398  houses  were 
ripe  for  demolition;  it  was  also  found  that  of  the  6,000  odd  houses 
in  the  Borough,  nearly  2,000  were  without  baths  and  that  there 
were  54  houses  overcrowded  according  to  legal  standards — this 
standard  being  so  low  as  to  permit  living  rooms  to  be  used  also 
as  bedrooms. 

The  Housing  Manager  states: — ''  The  completion  of  over  one 
hundred  and  fifty  houses  during  1948  has  helped  to  remove  many 
of  the  long  outstanding  bad  cases  from  the  applicants’  list.  There 
are,  however,  many  others  of  great  urgency,  for  whom  it  is  clear 
that  little  can  be  done  for  some  time  to  come.  Apart  from  these 
applicants,  who,  at  one  time  comparatively  comfortable,  are  now 
badly  overcrowded  owing  to  family  increases,  or  the  marriage 
of  other  members  of  the  household,  there  are  newcomers  to  the 
town,  whose  plight  is  desperate,  and  who  have  not  friends  or 
relatives  here  to  help  them  in  an  emergency.  There  are  those 
too,  for  whom  for  reasons  of  health,  other  accommodation  is  essen- 
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tial  and  those  whose  physical  health  is  affected  by  their  incompati¬ 
bility  of  temperament  with  other  members  of  the  household. 

With  the  housing  shortage  of  the  past  few  years,  and  the 
desperate  need  of  so  many  people  for  any  type  of  accommodation, 
it  is  easy  to  lose  sight  of  the  original  purpose  of  housing  authorities 
— to  provide  better  housing  for  families  living  in  old  and  con¬ 
demned  property.  The  great  demand  for  accommodation  too, 
coupled  with  high  rents  resulting  from  present  day  building  costs, 
almost  inevitably  results  in  the  passing  over  of  the  potential 
''  problem  family.’’  Such  families  continue  to  live  under  very 
bad  conditions,  without  the  mental  ability  or  physical  inclination 
even  to  make  the  best  of  the  poor  accommodation  they  have.  It 
is  clear  that  in  spite  of  the  housing  of  a  number  of  families  during 
the  year,  there  are  still  many  more  in  need  of  help.”

DRAINAGE  AND  SANITATION 

There  were  no  extensions  to  the  sewer  during  the  year. 

The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  states: — Five  drains  were  con¬ 
nected  to  the  sewer  during  the  year.  In  the  case  of  St.  Nicholas 
School,  sewage  had  been  discharging  for  years  into  a  ditch  on 
Shrub  Hill  Common.  Two  years  ago  the  Council  extended  the 
Green  End  Lane  Sewer  to  the  school  boundary,  and  two  hundred 
yards  of  drain  have  now  been  constructed  to  connect  the  old 
drainage  system  to  the  new  sewer.  When  this  work  was  in  pro¬ 
gress,  the  school  lodge  was  disconnected  from  a  cesspool,  and 
drains  were  laid  connecting  to  the  main  system.  Thus  ends  a 
serious  nuisance  which  has  been  the  subject  of  correspondence 
for  the  last  eleven  years  at  least.’’ 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  greater  part  of  the  Borough  is  supplied  by  mains  water; 
a  small  area  at  Felden  is  connected  to  the  Rickmansworth  and 
Uxbridge  Valley  Company’s  water  supply,  and  the  remainder  ot 
the  town  has,  up  to  this  year,  relied  on  the  Council’s  two  bore¬ 
holes  near  the  centre  of  the  town.  These  two  bores,  326ft.  and 
346ft.  respectively,  are  in  the  chalk.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year, 
the  Council’s  new  borehole,  327ft.  deep,  at  Piccotts  End  was 
connected  to  the  low  level  main;  this  additional  supply  facilitates 
a  good  supply  of  water  during  peak  periods.  This  improvement 
has  been  enhanced  by  the  laying  of  larger  mains  in  Highfield  and 
Adeyfield. 
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Regular  sampling  of  main  water  supplies  was  continued.  The 
need  for  chlorination  of  the  water  before  distribution  was 
emphasised  by  the  six  unsatisfactory  bacteriological  samples  of 
raw  water  (out  of  twelve  taken),  compared  with  sixteen  satisfactory 
reports  on  treated  water  (sixteen  samples  taken) .  Three  samples 
were  submitted  for  chemical  examination  and  were  reported  as 
satisfactory. 

The  whole  of  the  water  for  public  supply  is  subjected  to 
chlorination. 

As  a  result  of  unsatisfactory  samples  obtained  from  two  wells 
at  Winkwell,  it  was  decided  to  extend  the  main  from  London  Road 
to  these  premises  so  that  dependence  on  these  wells  might  be 
eliminated.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

Water  supplied  to  Kings  Langley,  Bovingdon,  Chipperfield 
and  Flaunden  is  from  the  Rickmansworth  and  Uxbridge  Valley 
Water  Company.  In  this  area  there  are  also  a  few  houses  supplied 
from  the  Kernel  Hempstead  Borough  Waterworks.  Some  outlying 
farms  and  houses  have  private  supplies  from  deep  bores. 

Markyate  is  supplied  from  the  Authority’s  own  waterworks 
at  Cheverells  Green ;  chlorination  is  carried  out.  The  water  is 
from  a  deep  well  in  the  chalk.  The  supply  has  been  adequate  and 
of  good  quality.  Flamstead  is  supplied  from  the  Authority’s  own 
waterworks  at  Holly  Bush  Lane.  The  supply  is  restricted  in 
quantity,  but  of  satisfactory  quality.  The  water  is  from  a  deep 
well  in  the  chalk;  chlorination  is  carried  out. 

The  parish  of  Great  Gaddesden  is  very  widespread  and  the 
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sources  of  water  are  numerous.  In  this  parish,  Potten  End  receives 
adequate  supplies  from  the  Great  Berkhamsted  Water  Company. 
The  hamlets  of  Jockey  End  and  Chequers  End  in  Gaddesden  Row 
are  supplied  by  Council  sources  from  deep  wells  in  the  chalk;  in 
both  cases  chlorination  is  carried  out.  The  supplies  are  restricted 
in  quantity,  but  of  good  quality;  distribution  is  poor.  Great 
Gaddesden  village  has  a  supply  from  a  borehole  lOO  feet  deep; 
as  a  result  of  unsatisfactory  samples,  the  well  was  closed  last  year 
and  water  obtained  from  a  well  near  Church  Meadow  Cottages. 
During  1948,  the  well  was  reopened,  but  a  notice  was  affixed 
instructing  that  the  water  should  not  be  used  for  drinking  purposes. 
Throughout  the  remainder  of  the  parish,  private  sources  are  used 
— mostly  from  deep  bores  in  the  chalk. 

Bacteriological  sampling  of  all  public  supplies  was  carried  out 
during  the  year,  and  all  samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory, 
except  from  Great  Gaddesden  well.

DRAINAGE  AND  SANITATION. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

A  septic  tank  and  filter  bed  has  been  constructed  at  Nun  Field, 
Chipperfield  to  take  the  drainage  from  an  estate  of  16  new  houses. 

The  drainage  of  a  new  estate  of  10  houses  at  Bovingdon  is  by 
septic  tank.  The  effluent  is  pumped  on  to  the  land  and,  owing  to 
clay  soil,  does  not  disperse  except  by  evaporation;  it  is  therefore 
unsatisfactory  and  it  is  intended  to  pump  this  sewage  into  the 
Bovingdon  Airport  sewage  system  as  soon  as  possible. 
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On  the  Barnes  Estate  at  Kings  Langley,  550  feet  of  4in.  foul 
water  sewers  and  800  feet  of  6in.  foul  water  sewers  have  been  con¬ 
structed  preliminarily  to  the  erection  of  60  houses. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

Throughout  1948  the  arrangements  for  refuse  collection  and 
disposal,  described  in  the  1947  Report,  were  carried  out. 

Night  Soil  Collection  and  Cesspool  Emptying. 

Weekly  collection  of  all  pail  closets  is  made  at  Bovingdon, 
Flaunden,  Flamstead,  Chipperheld  and  Great  Gaddesden.  Kings 
Langley  and  Markyate  being  sewered,  there  are  very  few  pail 
closets,  and  these  are  dealt  with  privately. 

A  firm  of  Contractors  carried  out  privately  most  of  the  work 
of  cesspool  emptying.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Authority 
acquired  an  8oo-gallon  cesspool  emptier — the  intention  being  to 
empty  both  cesspools  and  pail  closets  by  this  machine.

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WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  Parishes  of  Tring  Rural,  Puttenham,  Wigginton  and 
Aldbury  receive  constant  water  supplies  from  the  Bucks  Water 
Board.  Little  Gaddesden  and  the  hamlet  of  St.  Margarets  are 
supplied  by  the  Great  Berkhamsted  Water  Company  from  their 
well  at  Little  Gaddesden  (lately  Ashridge  Water  Company)  ;  a 
sample  taken  was  satisfactory.  The  Great  Berkhamsted  Water 
Company  also  supply  the  parishes  of  Potten  End  and  Northchurch 
in  part.  There  is  no  piped  supply  to  the  hamlets  of  Frithsden  or 
Nettleden. 

During  the  year,  the  main  was  extended  to  21  houses  on 
Northchurch  Common. 

There  has  been  no  evidence  of  plumbo-solvency  occurring  in 
the  water;  supplies  have  a  considerable  degree  of  hardness.  No 
action  was  necessary  in  respect  of  contamination.

This  includes  farms,  isolated  houses  and  the  upland  area 
(Hastoe),  where  provision  of  sewers  is  unreasonable  or  im¬ 
practicable. 

There  are  far  too  many  cesspools  in  the  area  especially  having 
regard  to  the  chalk  subsoil,  and  it  is  hoped  that,  with  the  help  of 
the  Town  Planning  Act,  1947,  no  future  development  will  be 
allowed  without  adequate  sewerage.  The  Disposal  Works  are 
obsolete,  and  the  best  use  is  not  made  of  the  land  available  for 
treatment.  Expert  advice  will  soon  have  to  be  called  in,  and 
presumably  application  made  for  financial  assistance  under  the 
Sewerage  and  Water  Act,  1944. 

The  number  of  properties,  in  the  older  portion  of  the  Town, 
which  have  to  share  sanitary  conveniences  in  common,  without 
proper  flushing  facilities,  is  far  too  high.  The  low  rents,  coupled 
with  present  economic  position,  renders  improvement  difficult.’' 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

Refuse  is  collected  at  10-14  day  intervals  by  means  of  direct 
labour  using  a  hired  lorry.  It  has  been  disposed  of  by  dumping. 
The  arrangement  has  been  considered  unsatisfactory,  and  efforts 
are  being  made  to  arrange  a  satisfactory  and  up-to-date  method. 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  whole  district,  with  the  exception  of  the  hamlet  of 
Bulbourne  and  a  small  group  of  cottages  at  Little  Tring,  is 
supplied  by  the  Bucks  Water  Board.  The  Council  is  aware  of 
the  unsatisfactory  supplies  in  these  two  areas,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
it  will  be  possible  to  extend  main  water  supply  to  them  in  the 
near  future. 

The  water  is  of  excellent  quality  and  no  general  restrictions 
in  the  supply  were  imposed  during  the  year.  Samples  for 
bacteriological  analysis  are  taken  monthly  by  the  County  Health 
Laboratories  and  results  have  been  satisfactory.  Chemical  analyses 
have  also  been  made  during  the  year  and  have  proved  satisfactory. 
The  water  has  no  plumbo-solvent  action.  A  chlorine  dosing 
apparatus  is  in  use. 

There  are  28  houses  supplied  from  standpipes.  In  the  case  of 
63  houses,  the  taps  are  in  the  wash-house.  Far  too  many  of  the 
older  houses  have  to  share  standpipes  in  common,  and  have  no 
internal  water  supplies  or  sinks.
